to cancer than meat eaters, is the 
conclusion reached by Drs. Copeman 
and Greenwood, sappofhted by the 
British Ministry of Health to make 
an investigation on the incidence of 
this disease. They have mace a care- 
ful study under what amounts to 
the scientific conditions of vegeta- 
rians, taking the Roman Catholic 
monastic orders as a basis. 

The Carthusian monks live in 
complete silence in their cells, nev- 
er smoke and never eat meat; the 
Benedictines eat meat three days a 
week during half of the year and 
the Cistercians never eat meat or 
fish. The examinations and statis- 
ties show that there is no difference 
in the incidence of cancer between 
the strict orders and the orders and 
men and women living ordinary 
lives. The Carthusians, however, live 
longer than other monks, or laymen, 
but that is attributed to spare diet 
ant simple life.

In voting down the Butler bill for the

in the long and heated digcussion of the 
bill, a goodly majority of the House ral- 
lied to the support of the President and 
defeated the measure. 

Without waving the big stick or endeav- 
oring to swing members into line by any 
kind of political coercion, the President, 
by pure force of logic and power of per- 
suasion, hag managed on several recent 
oceasions where tlie fight on a bil was a 
close one to impress his views upon the 
legislators in a way to make them see the 
point of his argument and thus has cat- 
ried the day. 

His disapproval of all measures of farm 
relief calling for eithe, subsidies or price- 
fixing has kept that sort of legislation from 
passage, and at Washington they are say- 
ing that his plan for co-operative market- 
ing, which has not yet been fairly present- 
ed to either Senate or House, may win its 
way through those bodies. 

President Coolidge made a spirited ap- 
peal for the enforcement of the Volstead 
Act, and his approval of the budget ap- 
Ppropriation for that purpose quieted the

As stated in the dispatches, the Prest- 
dent was indebted for his victory in the 
crulser matter to the appeal of the pacific 
note he sounded in explaining his refusal 
to include in the budget an estimate for 
the construction of the three cruisers. He 
urged that this construction “would not 
be in keeping with our attitude” toward 
the disarmament negotiations instituted by 
the League of Nations, in which negotia- 
tions we are now participating. 

Last week, directly following this ap- 
peal, the President asked Congress to ap 
propriate $76,000 for expenses of American 
participation in the forthcoming activities 
of the preparatory commission for disarma- 
ment. It is his hope for concrete results 
from this and future meetings that has 
led him to disregard the pleas that we 
maintain the naval parity agreed upon at 
the Washington disarmament conference. 

He seems little impressed by the state- 
ment made by Representative Butler that 
we were tricked into scrapping $300.000,- 
000 worth of war vessels, as he knows that 
other nations have scrapped their quota, 
and he doubtless would like to see every 
country, including, of course, America, 
make a still closer limitation of its arma- 
ment. That would seem to be his aim, and 
it is a worthy one.
